A THOROUGH INVESTIGATION.

TOOK THE TRAIN. 


Lexington Strikers Ride Free Over the 
Missouri Pacific. 

Kansas Orrr. Mo., May 12.—A representa- 
tive of a local coal company who came from 
Southern Nissouri to-dey tells of the capture 
by the Lexington strikers of a Missouri Pa- 
cific train. | 

The strikers, about 800 in number, were 


marching with a brass band to Rich Hin for | 


the purpose of urging the miners to go out. 


Last night they went into camp at Pleasant 
Hill. At an early hour this morning they 
captured a Missouri! Pacific freight train go- 
ing toward Rich Hill. The conductor ordered 
them off, dut they told him they would 
not interfere with him or his business 
if he aid not annoy them, but 
they proposed to ride. At the first station 
the conductor telegraphed to St. Louis for 
orders. 

He was told to run his train to Harrison- 
ville and go on the side track and stay there. 
He obeyed. When the train stopped the 
miners got off and when last teen were 
marching in a line nearly a mile long in the 
direction of Rich Hill. 


The Women Threaten to Go to Work. 


CUMBERLAND, Md., May 12.—Eight hundred 
strikers from Frostburg and the lower min- 
ing towns marched to the Eckhart mine and 
attempted to prevent the miners from going 


to work to-day. Sherif King was pres- 
ent with a large force of deputies, 
and after much persuasion the men were 
allowed to go to work. The strikers then 
proceeded to the Hoffman mine and made 
the same attempt with like result. No at- 
tempt was made to interfere with 1 
miners. The strikers marched back to 
Frostburg headed by a brass band, and are 
now on their way to Lonaconing, where the 
miners are all idle. Sherif? King has about 
seventy deputies scattered about the region, 
but will return to this city at noon with the 
twenty-five deputies taken to Frostburg last 
night. No violence has deen committed as yet. 

The Hoffman, Ocean, Eckhart and Alle- 
gheny mines are at work to-day with in- 
creased forces. Operators here state that 
their companies will go to work in all the 
mines as soon as they can get ready and will 
do so under the protection of the officers of 
the law. 

The wives of the miners willing to work 
are determined that they shall work and 
this morning assembled in a large body at 
the mouth of the mines and told the strikers 
that if they did notallow their husbands to 
go to work they would enter the mines them- 
selves and dig their coal for them. 


Sending Abroad for Coal. 

New York, May 12.—The bituminous coal 
companies of this city are inclined to be 
reticent as to whether they are preparing to 
import quantities of coal in view of the 


scarcity caused by thestrike. Asa reason 
for this they say that the knowledge of such 
action on their part would affect their men. 
There is little doubt but that many of them 
have already placed large orders with mines 
in Great Britain and Nova Scotia and thus 
Boreind for any emergency that may arise. 

erwind, White & Co. one of the largest con- 
cerns in the country, have placed orders in 
Wales for 15,000 tons and in Nova Scotia for 
5,000 tons. Part of this is already on the 
way. 

The general impression prevails in the 
trade that the strike will be short lived and 
that the conference of the employes andem- 
ployers, which will be held next week, will 
bring it to a close. The dealers are holding 
on to what supplies they have and are only 
letting it go totheir customers who are in 
immediate want. 

I you wanted to buy a cargo of soft coal 
in this city,’’ said a large dealer, you could 
notdoit. The domestic supply is so uncer- 
tain that we are hanging to what we have as 
though it was gold.’ 

The anthracite people declare that already 
the trouble in the bituminous market is 
booming the anthracite business.

WASHINGTOX, D. O., May 12.—atty.-Gen. 
Olney has rendered a remarkable opinion in 
the case ofa prosecution attempted to be 
brought by the Civil Service Commission for 
violation of sec. 12 of the civil service law, 
relating to political assessments, the force 
of Mr. Olney’s view being to nullify abso- 
lutely the provision forbiddingthe solicita- 
tion of political assessments from office- 
holders. 

The section of the law referred to reads as 
follows: 

No person shall, in any room or building occupied 
in the discharge of official duties by any officer or 
employes ef the United States, solieit in any manner 
whatever, or reeelve any contribution of money or 
—.— thing ef value for any political purpose what- 

ver. 

A CASE IN POINT. 

Under this statute the Civil Service Com- 
mission called to the attention of Atty.-Gen. 
Olney a case of political assessment alleged 
to dave occurred at the post-office at 
Toledo, O0. The persons im plicated 
are Messrs. HRickenbaugh and Rike. 
the latter an employe of the post- 
office. The solicitation was by letter 
addressed to the employes of the Post Office‘ 
some of those letters containing a request 
outright for 2 per cent of the salaries of the 
employes, and the others merely requesting 
them to call at Mr. Rickenbaugh’s 
office (where they were asked for 
money), these letters being written on the 
paper of the local Republican Campaign 
Committee, with the usual headlines, lists of 
officers, etc. 

SOLICITATION BY LETTER. 

The Post-office is, of course, aà room or 
building occupied in the discharge of official 
duties by officers of the United States, and 
the commission had held that the words, 
**solicit in any manner whatever, included 
soliciting by letter as well as 
soliciting in person. Most solicit- 
ing for political purposes is done by 
letter, and the bulk of the cases reported by 
the commission to the Department of Jus- 
tice during the Presidential campaign of 1892 
were for such solicitations. The Attorney- 
General, however, in a letter dated April 14, 
1894, takes the ground that solicitation by 
letter is not a solicitation within the mean- 
ing ofthe law, and gives his views as fol- 
lows: 

»The United states Attorney for Northern 
Ohio has ascertained that no money was re- 
ceived for a political purpose in the Post- 
office building at Toledo, and no money was 
solicited in that building. Money was 
solicited by letters afi@rdssed to persons who 
were in the building. It has been 
suggested that sendiag a letter toa person 
addressed to one of these rooms or buildings 
is soliciting in that room or building. Had 
Congress intended to include this act, it 
would, I think, have particularly de- 
fined the offense and given proper means 
for its detection and punishment, 
Bat not only is the language apt to express 
the supposed purpose; nothing in it conveys 
the slightest suggestion that the sending of a 
letter toany person who happened to be in 
the buliding or room, orto have his mail 
addressed to it was intended to be included. 
Yet Congress must bave felt as fully as the 
commission or I can, that money could be 
solicited and received by mall, and that the 
general object in view was not wholly ac- 
complished, so long as the mall service 
could be thus used. This seems to be one of 
these instances where the personal liberty of 
the citizen and the inviolability of his pri- 
vate letters have been deemed of higher im- 
portance than the complete success ofan 
enactment.’’ 

RICKENBAUGH’S LOOPHOLE, 

Mr.Rickenbaugh, who is a lawyer, seems 
have discovered a loophole which exists in 
the law. 

The members of the Civil Service Commis 
sion naturally are greatly chagrined at the 
failure ofthe persecations, and the friends 
of civil service reform here are much disap- 
pointed at learning that they have nothing 
to hope for from Atty.-Gen. Olney. 

GOOD LAW, BUT POOR LOGIC, 

In the to-morrow’s issue of Good Govrern- 
ment, the civil service reform organ, the 
following comment on the Attorney Gen- 


eral’s opinion will appear: 
„„This may be good law, but poor logic. 
Such a conclusion is open ridicule when 
tested by hypotheses «which willireadily sug- 
gest themselves. A campaign collector, 
let us say, wishing to assess a Post-office 
clerk, writes him a letter inviting a ‘volun- 
tary ‘contribution,’ and takes it to the Post- 
office in person. He finds the clerk at the 
stamp window, an opening 12 by 8 inches in 
size. Belowthe stamp window Isa mailing 
slit 6 inches long by 1 inch wide. 
Now, according to Mr. Olney’s in- 
terpretation of the statute, if the 
eoliector hands his letter directly to the 
clerx, he breaks the law, but if he only mails 
it does not. In other words, if he puts his 
letter through the big hole he is liable to a 
fine of $5,000 and three years imprisonment, 
Whereas if he puts it through the little hole 
he goes scot free. The rare dignity of such 
a construction of a federal statute must 
commend it to every connoisseur of

The Western Commonwealer’s Capture 
of a Train. 


HIS ART SUCCUMBS WHEN THE REGU- 
LAR TROOPS APPEAR. 


— 


They Are Now in the Hands of Uncle Sam 
—Their Train Ran Off the Rails to Ruin 
—Deputy Marshals Jeered—Delaying 
the Mails—Sympathy of Provo People. 


SALT LAKE Crrr. Utah, May 12.—Carter’s 
Salt Lake Army to-day made their long de- 
ferred attempt to tapture a train, and Car- 
ter is in Jail in consequence, while his men, 
numbering about 300, arein the hands of 
the United States troops. They ‘ran 
their train off the rails at the west 
switchin Provo, about fifty miles east of 
here, ditching a coach and several box cars, 
and before they could straighten out the 
wreck United States Marshals and Govern- 
ment troops surrounded and captured them. 

The party have been on the move for over 
aweek. They held a big meeting here before 
leaving and threatened desperate things if 
they were not permitted to do so as they 
chose, They started out by walking along 
the line of the Rio Grande, making stops for 
food at every hamlet. The trains were kept 
informed of their movements and flew by the 
camping grounds, while guards had been 
placed along the line to prevent the placing 
of obstacles on the track. 

THE SEIZURE. 

Their ranks rapidly diminished and they 
ad lost about half their force when they 
reached th ir last camp. The 
people of Lehigh and vicinity supplied 
them meagerly with provisions, Late 
last night they left Lehigh to American 


Fork and at 2:30 this morning they captured 
a Union Pacific switch engine in the Provo 
yard, hooked on a car for Carter and sev- 
eral box cars for the privates and started 
down the track to enter on the Rio Grande 
track at the Sugar Works Switch. 

In anticipation of such a move the officials 
have caused danger signals to be placed and 
the switch spiked half open. Ignoring the 
switch lights, the engine shot along until 
the explosion of torpedoes gave warning of 
danger. A moment later the engine was 
bumping over the ties. The men tumbled 
out of the cars and no one was hurt.

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NO PARTISANSHIP IN IT. 


The failure of tariff reform—for there 
seems to be no doubt that it has failed, at 
least for the present—marks the decline, if 
not extinction, of partisanship and the 
suspension of party government. 

So far as their works indicate anything 
the two parties are owned by the same 
syndicate of monopolists. It is all one 
with these gentiemen whether the Demo- 
oratic party or the Republican is in con- 
trol of the executive and possesses a ma- 
jority in Congress. It is to their interest, of 
course, to prevent any change in the parti- 
san complexion of the government because 
it causes uncértainty and perhaps addi- 


‘ 


tional expense in providing defenses and 


employing attorneys in places of public 
trust. But with this trifling exception the 
monopolists do not care which side wins in 
elections. They have no political con- 
victions themselves. Mr. Oarnegie, for 
instance, after standing in’’ with the 
Republicans for thirty years counseled his 
fellow monopolists to acquiesce in Demo- 
cratic policy and accept the original 
Wilson bill, He knew that a little skillful 
manipulation would soon put the party in 
% hole’’ where it would be as serviceable 
to them asthe Republifeans had been. In 
like manner Senator Blanchard who, when 
in the House, was an anti-sugar man and 
nominally a Democrat, has explicitly sur- 
rendered his convictions, if he had any, 
and gone over to the enemy. Senator 
Murphy, who is labeled a Democrat, has 
no convictions of principle, but is very 
sure that ¢he manufacturers of collars 
and cuffs must have the taxing power. 
With him, as with Gorman and Brice, the 
question is one of private business inter- 
est not of principle, and he holds men 
like Mills in profound contempt as ideal- 
ists, impractical dreamers, and wanting 
in hard, common sense.

EDUCATION AND WERVSS., 


Writing in the Humanitariaen, Sir James 
Crichton Browne says that the feelings of 
savages are obtuse and narrow in compar- 
ison with those of civilized races, and that 
within the civilized races those individuals 
feel most acutely who are most cultivated. 

This is a very sweeping and a very far- 
reaching generalization. lf it is warranted 
by the facts, as doubtless itis toa great 
extent, ft raises at once the question of how 
far cultivation ought to goin educating 
all men into capacity for the most acute 
feeling, which is only another name for the 
greatest suffering. Another form of the 
problem would be how many of the given 
whole number in a generation ought to be 
educated beyond the point where the 
nerves have the greatest possible habitual 
quiescence, where there isthe least dis- 
turbing thought and the greatest possible 
physical comfort. 

Count Tolstoi, who has considered the 
subject, does not hesitate toanswer it 
with the same radicalism he shows in all 
his social theories. He thinks it a mis- 
take to attempt to educate the great ma- 
jority of mob to work habitually with 
their nervous systems instead of with 
their muscles. He believes that they are 
better, happier and more comfortable 
when spading up the soil than in any form 
of nervous work whatever. 

As all thought is accompanied by the 
strain of nervous action, as there is a di- 
rect relation between the power of sus- 
tained thought and thejintensity of ner- 
vous strain, it is hardly necessary, to argue 
that intensity of thought must be follow ed 
by nervous reaction and suffering. = 

If comfort were the object of human life, 

it might be easy to agree with Tolstoi, but 
no matter how uncomfortable people who 
have learned to think may be made by 
doing it, they have an irresistible impulse 
te force others into the same condition 
with themselves, regardless of the die- 
comfort of, it. 
“This instinct will inevitably make « 
certain amount of literary education uni- 
versal, The question is of drawing the 
line somewhere, and at present there is no 
Way of even guessing \ where it it will be,

Mo., May 12.—Kansas City has 
éom pleted all preparations for the reception 
of the 6,000 Democrats from all parts of Mis- 
sourl and Kansas who are expected to be 
here to attend the Democratic State conven- 
tion in the early part of next week to nomi- 
nate candidates for Judge of the Supreme 
Court, Rallroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sioner, and state Superintendent of Public 
Schools.

HA. Lilly Murdered for Her 


Money.

ATLANTA, Ga., May 12.—Mrs. J. H. Lilly, 
ene of the best Known female physicians of 
the South was murdered to-night at 
some hour after 8 o’clock. A servant 
who returned to the house at 10:30 
found her mistress lying across the parlor 
floor, her neck broken by a pair of iron tongs 
which had been fastened around it. The 
room bore evidence of a desperate struggle, 
and the empty six-chambered revolver 


which lay on the floor showed that the 
wo man had exhausted her resources before 
she was seized and choked to death. 

The bureau drawers and trunks had been 
rifiea and all the valuables besides money 
had been carried off. The alarm was sent 
into the city at once and now, 11 p. m., dogs 
are on the scent of the murderers. 

Mrs. Lilly has had a peculiar history. She 
came here in 1872 as the wife of the leader of 
the 16th Infantry Band. 
band died shortly 
she married Mr. 
the owner ofthe Davis O 
man of large fortune. The union was un- 
fortunate, and, securing a divorce, Mrs. 
Lilly resumed the name of her first hus- 
band, studied medicine and began to prac- 
tiee. Her income became quite large, 60 that 
she was esteemed a woman of some wealth. 

Several years ago she built a fine residence 
in a secluded grove ofthe main road, three 
miles outside of the city limits, here she con- 
tinued to practice medicine, her patients 
comingtoher. It has been her habit to 
keep large sums of money in ber house, and 
this undoubtedly was the motive of to- 
night’s crime. 

She bas two sons who are members of 
United states military bands, ranking as the 
best musicians in the service. 

Late to-night it has been ascertained that 
three strange men who had reached the city 
Guring the day were inquiring for Mrs. 
Lilly’s whereabouts,and the police are doing

Affeorded Randall Army in an Indiana 
Town. 


ELKHART, Ind., May 12.—Just before the 
Randall crowd arrived to-day an order was 
issued prohibiting the discussing of Oogey- 
ism. John D. Comstock, a wealthy farmer 
and Populist leader, branded the order as an 
attempt to throttle free speech. He was ar-

A Characteristic Chat With a Rich Young

Engineer.

UNFORTUNATE LAPSES IN THE MEMORY 
OF SECRETARY EDES. 


The Agreement by Which Chicago & 
Great Western -Funds Were to Be 
Handled by the United States Trust 
Co. — Colby’s Subscription — Spoffard 
Must Testify—Rigid Inquiry in New 


Tork. 


New York, May 12.—The investigation into 
the affairs ofthe Northern Pacific Railroad 
was continued to-day. Yesterday’s hearing 
closed with a half promise from James 
McNaught of counsel for receivers to explain 
away the damaging impressions produced 
during the day by the unfortunate lapses in 
the memory ot Edward Kdes, Assistant Sec- 
retary and Treasurer ot the defunct Oregon 
& Transcontinental, and by the extraord!- 
nary manner in which the books of that 
corporation had been kept. From the data 
produced it was impossible tosay whether 
any individual subscriber to the bonds 
hed or had not paid for his bonds. Mr. 
McNaught suggested that it would be found 
that the missing millions had been received 
by the Chicago & Northern Pacific road 
through the United States Trust Co. and re- 

uested the production before the master to- 
day of the records referring to the transac- 
tions between these two corporations. 

Mr. Edes again took the stand, and, pro- 
ducing a memorandum made up by him from 
notes made atthe time, stated the names of 
the subscribers to the $9,000,000 of bonds, the 
amounts of money paid by each and the 
quality of bonds received by each. This 
statement appears to show that all the sub- 
scribers who were supplied with bonds 
through the Oregon & Transcontinental paid 
for their holdings at the market price of 90 
cents on the aollar. 

MILLIONS OF BOXDS. 

Mr. McNaught, tn pursuance of his promise 
of yesterday, called attention to an agree- 
ment which was among the papers filed late 
yesterday afternoon, but which the master 
said he had not noticed, which stated that 
during the consolidation of the Chicago & 
Great Western and other properties in 
the Chicago & Northern Pacific, and the issu- 
ance of the $20,000,000 of bonds used to pay 
for the separate properties so consolidated, 
it was agreed that the portion id for the 
Chicago & Great Western should be handled 
through the United States Trust Co. as 
agent. These bonds amounted to over 
eleven millions, and if this agreement was 
carried out, all the tweaty millions issue 
will be accounted for, and the sensa- 
tional testimony of yesterday, which seemed 
to show that somebody had received millions 
of bonds for a nominal consideration, will be 
nullified. Taking up de subscription list to 
the bonds, Mr. Edes off the names of 
the subscribers, the number of bonds re- 
ceived and the price paid,amo unting in each 
case to 90 percentofthe face value of the 
bonds, plus the accrued value. 

COLBY'S SUBSCRIPTION. 

©. L. Colby for himself and associates sub- 
scribed nearly $8,000,000 of bonds and was the 
only subscriber whose name did notappear on 
Mr. Edes’ memorandum as having paid for 
his bonds. Thig sum, the witness thought, 
was id through the United States Trust Co. 
Mr. Edes was asked why he did not say yes- 
terday that the bonds were sold through the 
United states Trust Co., and replied that he 
did not think of it. 

TO MAKE SPOFFARD TESTIFY. 

Counsel for the complainants submitted to 
Master Cary the papers they proposed to 
the United States Circuit Court for Southern 
New York forthe purpose of compelling C. 
A. Spoffard to appear and give evidence. 
Ex-Senator 8 ner, of counsel for the re- 
ceivers, stated tothe master that he anc his 
associates would assist inthis proceeding in 
any way possible. 

A RIGID INQUIRY. 

The managers of the Northern Pa- 
cific company are seeking the removal 
of Thomas r. Oakes as one of the 
receivers, for the purpose of placing under 


review, in court. the past acts of the Villard 
managers, who were expelled from office by 
the stockholders in 1892. The master is tak 
ing testimony in the case of the Chicago & 
Northern Pacific lease, which it is alleged 
was the result of a conspiracy between 
Villard, Charles L. Colby, Edwin H. Abbott 
and Colgate Hoyt, by which $10,000,000 of the 
funds of the Northern Paciffic were improp- 
erly directed. The importance of the pro- 
ceedings arises from the fact that if tke pres- 
ent managers can establish their contention, 
suits for restitution will inevitably follow, 
and the recovery ot several millions from the 
old directors would materially modify any 
plan of reorganisation of the company. 

The officers of the Northern Pacific have 
retained Elihu Root of Root & Clarke, as 
counsel. Sensational evidence is expected 
at the New York hearing. A witness from 
whom important disciosures are looked for 
is Wuunam Nelson Cromwell, counsel of the 
Northern Rect receivers. Mr. Cromwell 
may tell something about recent occurrences 
in connection with the Chicago & Northern 
Pacidc deal.

Some 
remarks by Baron Fava, Italian Minister, 
followed. Mrs. Julia Ward Howe read a 
poem, A Mariner's Dream, written for 
the occasion, and Senor Don Mur Auga spoke 
in Spanish. The oration of the day by C. M. 
Depew closed the exercises.

This 
hour will live in history. From eloquent lips 
have fallen burning words which will tell to 
coming ages of the homage paid here and 
now tothe memory of the discoverer of our 
continent.

The Brutal Wife Murderer Run Down in 
California. 


Kansas Cirr, Mo., May 13.—BE. B. Soper, the 
Archie, Cass Co., butcher who slew his wife 
and children with an ax April 22, 1691, has 
been arrested at Red Bluff, Cal,, and will be 
brought back for trial. 

The arrest recalls one of the most brutal 
crimes in Missouriannals. Soper had lived 
at Archie, a small town fifty-four miles from 
here on the Missouri Pacific road, fora year 
or more, and had a good trade and was well 
liked. Wednesday, April 23, he purchased 
a ticket for Kansas City. That was the 
last seen of him. Neighbors noticed 


that the Soper home was apparently de- 
serted, and Thursday the Soper children, 
not dein seen in the yard, as customary, 
some alarm was felt. Friday Justice Hodges 
and several citizens broke in the door of the 
little dwelling, and on entering the room ad- 
joining the parior found Gillis Soper, aged 2 
years, lying dead in a pool of 
blood. His head had been crushed in 
by a blow from an ax and then pounded into 
a pulp. In thenext room was found the 
mother with her head mashed almost fat. 
By her side lay the daughter, May, aged 6. 
e child’s skull was split in the center. In 
one corner of the room stood an ax covered 
with clots of blood. 

On a table lay a letter signed by Soper and 
addressed to Justice Hodges, telling of the 
crime. Soper said he had been sentenced to 
the penitentiary eight years before for horse- 
stealing and had served his term. To avoid 
the suspicions cast upon him as an ex-con- 
vict he went to Arkansas, There he 
found no rest and finally he went to 
Archie with the intention of leading 
a good life. He read the Bible and 
his family relations were pleasant. Shortly 
before the crime he intended to murder a 
man in the same county, Cass, who had been 
responsible for his sentence to prison. He 
also mention another trouble, which is 
supposed to be the murder of his father near 
Kearney, Mo., in 1880. Soper, Sr., was shot 
down one evening as he was feeding stock. 
Suspicion pointed to the son, but it was 
found impossible to convict. Soper said he 
killea his family because he did not want 
them tosuffer by his leaving. Soper was 
born and reared near Kearney, Mo., and his 
family is both numerous and infigential. One 
of his brothers, Archibald L., is a druggist 
in Kansas City. Mrs. Soper was from the 
same county and was a Miss Hunt. She was 
married to soper after he was released from 


prison.

INCREASED GOLD EXPORTATION. 


Idle Capital Going Back to Europe—How 
Sugar Certificates Have Been Manipu- 
lated—Effect of the Senates Action on 
the Speculative Market-—Review of 
the Week. 


New York, May 12.—To-day’s market was 
quiet but strong and closing prices were but 
little below the best prices. Missouri Pacific 
and Northern Pacific lost fractionally. The 
strongest blocks were those in whichthe 
short interest 1s the greatest, and 
suck strength as was shown might De 
ascribed tothe buying for short accounts. 
Reports ofa new buil combination in Chi- 
cago Gas Were current and that stock scored 
the best advance of the day, closing witha 
net gain of 1% points. The company’s 
escape from prosecution by the State courts 
of Illinois is given as the basis of 
the projected advance. London houses 
were moderate buyers. The grangers were 
generally steady on the fine crop outlook and 
hopes that the rate may be checked de- 
fore much harm is a Bt present the state 
of railway tariffs is s de almost chaoti¢. 
A minor feature of the market was an ad- 
vance in Mobile & Ohio securities, based on 
reports from Washington of a favorable de- 
cision inthe suit before the Supreme Court. 
The bank statement showed a decrease in 
surplus reserves of $2,174,000, reducing the 
banks’ holdings of cash toa little over §80,- 
000,000. The total cash holdings stand at 
$225,090,000, of which $100,000,000 is specie. 
Loans increase $2,300,000,and deposits de- 
crease $430,000. The effect of the gold ship- 
ments in excess of the inflow of currency is a 
reduction in legal tendersof $2,434,000, the 
banks having furnished little or none of the 
gold exported. 

A stock market in which ottside interest is 
almost suspended and in which the fluctua- 
tions are insignificant and irregular prevails. 
Neither prptessional nor amateur specula- 
tions can derive much comfort from this conp- 
dition of things, though according to prece- 
denta decided movement one "az or the 
other should be not far away. he bears 
count on reduced dividends and hope for 
higher rates for money.

herself in. The hen was not frightened at 
all. She would lay her egg and then go out, 
leaving the cat in possession, and the lat- 
ter’ s warmth, of course, aided in incubating 
the eggs. | 

This went on during the entire period of 
hatching, the hen and the cat alternating in 
setting on the eggs, the hen always watch- 
ing when the cat left, when she would oc- 
cupy the eggs herself. After the chickens 
were batched out the cat ceased to come. 


AN EASTER-EGG-LAYING HEN, 
Since the discoveries of Prof. Hamerik 
have become noised abroad there has been 
an effort on the part of other owners of hens 
to discover peculiarities in thelr flocks. It 


remained for a Baltimore man to finda hen 
who laid ready-colored Easter eggs. This 
may be regarded as exaggeration or a freak 
of the fancy, but hundreds of people have 
seen not only the hen who laid these eggs 
but the eggs themselves, and they formed 
the center of an interesting raffie held for 
the benefit of a Baltimore church. 

This hen is the property of Mr. and Mrs. 
Charies H. Barton of No. 6 Brunswick Street, 
Baltimore, and they are very proud of their 
pet, though its Kaster-egg laying proclivities 
lasted only Guring the week 1 that 
holiday, after which it laid the ordinary 
white egg of well- regulated hens. Plainly 
stamped on the first egg which this foul laid 
were the initials ‘‘M. A. R., in a deep Diack 
color. On the following day the hen laid an 
egg that was entirely Diack, following it 
on the third day with one that had biue 
stripings on it. 

The fourth egg was mottled with brown 
spots not unlike a turkey egg, and the nfth 
egg was marked similarly to the one of the 
first day, as was the sixth and last of this 
peculiar series. After that the hen laid pure 
— eggs, and has continued doing so ever 
since.

FARMING IN TEXAS. 


A Great State Where Farm Work Con- 
tinues all the Year Round. 


In Texas the farmer’s work - year begins at 
sunrise Jan. 1, and continues until sunset 
Dec. 31. During all that time the weather 
permits farm operations, and the industrious 
farmer will not, unless he wishes it, have an 
idle day. Rainy days will come, but not 
often enough to enable one to keep his har- 
ness and tools in proper repair. On our 


ranch we begin with the new year to plow 
for oats. If burried in the fall so that we 
cannot get in all the fall wheat or barley we 
wish, we plow for those crops too, sowing not 
later than the secoad week in February. 

A great latitude as to time of sowing fall 
grain is allowabie here, -.wheat belng sown 
from the first of Octo the first of Jana- 
ary, and often later. be time the oats 
are are sown, thé co eld needing the 

low; thenthe sorgham must sown for 

ay, stopping | 2 to plant the corn 
by the middle of March. Next the cotton 
field is planted, and that finished the corn fs 
read and probably suffering for want of cul- 
tivation, Soon the cotton must be plowed 
and, before one is half ready wheat harvest 
is at hand. The small grain harvest 
over, the sorghum is crowding ene,and must 
be cut. The plow starts in the fall grain 
fields, and cotton picking begins, to end 
probably by the first of December. Tnus the 
climate compels a never-ending round of 
work. There are no Darns here, and nearly 
all the grain is threshed in the feld. 80 far 
south, one would naturally expect extreme 
heat in summer, Dat the elevation of this 
partof the State is 2,000 feet, and the dry 
atmosphere, with an absolutely constant 
breeze, so tempers the heat that there is no 
suffering, not even inconvenience. 

There is more liability to drouth than there 
is near the Great Lakes or the Atlantic 
Ocean, yet the variety of crops grown is so 
wide that a total failure is impossible. The 
yield of small grainislargeandfine, wheat 
especially being of superior quality. Prices 
are usually about as high as tn Chicago, from 
the fact thatso large a part of Texas is de- 
voted ae elther to cotton or stock 
raising. Texas is so large a State, with such 
a variety of soll, diversity of climate and 
society, that what is true of one part of the 
State may not be true of another. Ide writer 
lives in the section of country west and 
northwest of Fort Worth. 

The counties of Coleman, Eastland, Cal- 
lahan, Shackelford and Throckmorton lie in 
the coal- measure limestone, the soil result- 
ing being a rich black or chocolate loam. To 
the north and west the Permian formation 
crops out,the soll being of a lighter color and 
texture, more easily cultivated, but prob- 
ably of not so lasting a fertility. Still far- 
ther to the northwest lie the Panhandle 
counties, vast treeless plains of the Tertiary 
age, filled with the fossil remains of great 
mammals. These are the Staked Plain or 
Great American desert of our 
geographies, but destined 
come the granary of 
Destitute of fuel, of natural 
water, far from market, these rich table- 
lands uwalt the advent of railroads. In all 
this portion of Texas a large proportion of 
the land is still devoted exclusively to stock 
raising, and in a judicious combination of 
this business with that of ordinary farmin 
lies the high road to success. The natura 
grasses furnish pasturage for stock the en- 
tire year, sothat every fall the country is 
full of cattle fit for market. It must not be 
understood that the remains green 
and growing all winter; on the contrary, the 
dry atmosphere in the fall cures the grass on 
the ground into a natural hay, which, under 
ordinary conditions, retains nearly all of its 
nutriment until grass again starts in the

John Chinaman is Shick, but Not Always 
Successful in Adulteration. 
Special Correspondence SUNDAY Post-DrspaTou. 

New Yorn, May 10.—If at the bottom of 
your teacup, after you have sipped the more 
or less fragrant and cheerlog beverage, 
you find a dark paste-like sediment, charge 
fttupto the ways that are dark of the 
heathen Chinee,’’ The sediment is mud 
plain, everyday, Chinese blue mud, and it 
was put ther e by your Celestial with Intent 
to defraud the purchaser of the crop. 

Perhaps there is no sediment, but that 
dees not argue that you have escaped John’s 
wiles, If the tea is bitter and rank to t he 
taste, itisbecause that with the leaves of 
the tea plant there have deen mixed all the 
way from 20 to 60 per cent of the leaves ofa 
willow, or ofa plant that Is known as the 
sloe, both of which grow wherever tea is 
grown, just as cheat or tares grow along- 
side of wheat. 

Again, if your tea is neither muddy nor 
rank, but is weak and without either flavor 
or fragrance, itis because the leaves have 
already done fall duty in some far-away tea- 
house, have been gathered up from the 
kitchens, re-dried aud then colored with 
Prussian blue and soapstone and shipped to 
dear, gullible America. 


The adulteration of tea and the sabstitu- 
tion of spurious and exhausted leaves isa 
mammoth and monstrous evil. To such pro- 
N oe had it grown that in November, 
883, Congress passed anact for the protec- 
tion of importers and created the office of 
tea inspector in connection with the Ous- 
tom-houses of New York, OChicaco and San 
Francisco. Tea is admitted free of Guty but 
not one chest of it can be landed un i the 
inspector certifies that it is free of aduiter- 
ation or spurious substitutes. '

This earth, ground to an impalpable pow- 
der, is mixed with a paste made of rice water 
and known as congee. This is adroitly done, 
the paste uniting the particles of dirt 
the perfect semblance of small. curled tea 
leaves. As the tea proper is being packed 
into the chests a workman stands vy with 
the congee and casts it with a sweeping mo- 
tion of the hand in thin layers into the box. 

In a cargo of 60, chests of tea, welgh~ 
ing sixty pounds each, or a total of 8,600,000 
pounds, a matter of 1,440,000 pounds of mud, 
paid for as tea, Is quite an item if the scheme 
goes through. 

»In this instance Ihave no doubt what- 
ever of a carefully trys fraud, for the 
firm which exported this cargo stands Very 
highin China and has for years been con- 
sidered beyond reproach. I have never de- 
fore had occasion to refuse any of their tea 
admission to this port.

Is MARS RINGING UP EARTH! 


If Not, What Means These Strange, Mys- 
terious Noises? 


Written for the SUXDAY Post-DisPatTcnu. 

Can we open up electric communication 
with the inhabitants of Mars? That is a ques- 
tion recently considered at a meeting of the 
Society of Arts in London, where Mr. W. H. 
Preece, engineer to the Telegraph Depart- 
ment of the British Post Office, read a paper 


on ‘‘Electric Signalling Without Wires.’’ Mr. 
Preece explained how he had recently demon- 
strated that wires were not at all necessary 
to establishing telephonic communication. 

Under the supervision of a Royal Commis- 
sion appointed to inguire into electric com- 
munication between the shore and light- 
houses be had conducted a series of experi- 
ments which amply demonstrated this fact. 
There was no difficuly in speaking between 
the shore and Flat olm, three miles dis- 
tance from the place of experiment. Mr. 
Preete then went on to say that 
**strange, mysterious sounds’’ are heard 
on all long telephone lines when the 
earth is used as a return, especially in 
the calm stiliness of. the night. ‘‘Karth 
currents, said he, Are found in telegraph 
circuits,and the aurora borealis lights up our 
northern sky when the sun's photosphere is 
disturbed by spots. The sun’s surface must 
at such times be violently disturbed by 
electrical storms, and if oscillations are set 
up and radiated throu space in sympathy 
with those required to affect telephones, it 
is not a wild dream to say that we 
may hear on this earth a thunder-storm in 
the sun. 

After further describing the mysterious 
sounds which had attracted his attention in 
the still watches of the night, Mr. Preece 
said: ‘*‘Iif — of these planets be populated 
with beings like ourselves, baving the gift of 
language and the knowledge to adapt the 

reat forces of nature totheir wants, then 

f they could oscillate immense stores of 
electrical energy to and fro in telegraphic 
order, it would be possible for us to hold 
commune by telephone with the people of 
Mars. 

These mysterious sounds which so puzzle 
Mr. Preece seem to correspond with those 
noticed by Thomas A. Edison, who has 
turned Ogden Mountain, in New Jersey, into 
@ great magnet and coiled miles of wire 
about it. At the time of the last opposition 
of Mars he noticed an increase of the seismic 
mutterings, which have recently been so 
violent. „r. Edison and Mr. Preece are only 
two of the scientists who are now experi- 
menting along these lines, and the whole 
scientific world is 1 the progress 
being made. Neither Mr. Edison nor Mr. 
Preece has been so bold as to say that the 
strange sounds referred to are messages 
sent by the inhabitants of Mars to those of 
earth, but they bave not otherwise explained 


em.

Long before st. Louis merchants. ceased 
going to New York by the lllinois River, Chi 
cago the Takes in summer and by th 
Obfo River and Wheeling in the winter, they 
had a railroad connection to the West.

1858, a railroad train made its first 
trip out of St. Louis, running to Franklin,

Early in 1849 a Very active agitation began 
in St. Louis for ratiroad and telegraph con- 
nections with California and Oregon; and this 
agitation took form on May 24 of that year in 
a resolution of the City Council, calling a 
mass meeting of tha citizens of st. Louis and 
surrounding country, to be held on the first 
Monday in June. That mass meeting made 
arrangements, as had been ahticipated, for 
the calling of a convention in October follow- 
ing for the promotion ofa railroad enterprise 
connecting the Mississippi River Valley with 
the Pacific Coast. It was decided that the 
convention should be national in all respects, 
and the arrangements for it were 
placed in the hands of a com- 
mittee of 2. The committee issued 


an address to the or of the United States 
setting forth the greatness of the project and 
inviting co-operation and the attendance of 
Aistinguished men. 


ISSUED A CALL. 

It was particularly Ges‘rea that represent - 
atives of the Federal Government be present,

Local preparations for the convention went 
forward smoothly and with method, and 
the convention met in the rotunda 
of the Court-house on Monday, Oct. 15, 189.

THE INCORPORATORS. 


Without waiting, however, for congres- 
sional action along the line of the memorial 
the people of St. Louis took in hand the task 
of helping themselves to a benefit which it 


seemed from the tenor of some of the 
speeches inthe convention not a few ofthe 
delegates were inclined to 100K upon as local 
to the Mississippi Valley. 

About a score of the capitalists of the city 
took the matter in hand and on the sist of 
January , 1850, the permanent organization of 
what soon became the Pacific Raliroad of 
Missouri was effected. The incorporators 
were John O'Fallon, Louis V. Bogy, James

Thomas Hudson, Daniel D. Page, Henry M. 
Shreve, James K. Yeatman, John B. Sarpy, 
Wayman Crow, Joshua B. Brant, Thomas 
Allen, Robert Campbell, Pierre Chouteau, 
Jr., Henry Shaw, Bernard Pratte, Ernst 
Angelrodt, Adolphus Meier, Louis A. Benoist 
and Adam L. Mills On the day of organiza.- 
tion the eleven incorporators present sub- 
scribed to $154,000 of stock. 

On Feb. 4 of the same year a book was 
opened on the Merchants’ Exchange for sub- 
scriptions, and 4,416 additional shares were 
subscribed. The first Board of Directors 
elected was as follows: James H. Lucas, 
Daniel B. Page, George Collier, Edward 
Walsh, Thomas Allen, James E. Yeatman, 
Luther M. Kennett, Lewis A. La Beaume, 
James Harrison. The board organized with 
Thomas Allen as President and Treasurer of 
the road; James H. Lucas as Vice-President, 
and J. P. Kirkwoodas Chief Engineer. The 
latter came from New York for the purpose 
of taking the position to which he had been 
chosen. Mr. Kirkwood was instructed to 
survey the most practicable route to the 
western boundary of the State, crossing the 
Gasconade and Osage rivers south of Jeffer- 
gon City and extending to the boundary of 
the, State at a point near the Kaw River. 


THE FIRST TRAIN, 
The line projected was over 800 miles long, 
and in making the survey $24,517.50 were ex - 
pended, On the sist of March, 1851, the com- 
pany had in its treasury, as the balance of 


the proceeds of stock subscriptions, $4,943.78. 
Subscriptions were made by the counties of 
Vole, Jackson, Franklin and St. Louis, which, 
together with the individual subscriptions, 
made the total subscribed capital $1,500, 000, 
The aggregate population of the counties 
through which it was proposed that the road 
shoulda pass was 191,09 in 1848, and in 1850 the 

opulation of the same counties was 236,100.

At that time the road was open to Jefferson 
City, and there were fifty-two miles west of 
Jefferson City under construction. Mr. J. W. 
Way, who came tothe road as an engineer 
from the Pennsylvania railroad, in 1857, and 
who for many years has been Chief Engineer 
of the Missouri Pacific, has very vivid rec- 
ollections of the practical difficulties under 
which the construction was prosecuted. He 
states that the sparsely settled country con- 
tained very poor accommodations for trav- 
eling parties, and that engineer squads suf- 
fered great inconvenience. For months at a 
time it was the regular order to walk eight 
or ten miles from lodging tothe construc- 
tion station, work until dark and then walk 
back, nosuch thing as engineers’ camping 
outfits belng Known to railroad builders ia 
the West. metimes, Col. Way says, the 
engineers would miss their oxen, employed 
in hauling stakes and the working outfit,and 
perhaps would see nothing of them for a 
week, the animais having strayed off to hunt 
water. This straying of the oxen was one of 
the chief drawbacks to rapid surveying.

TWO MORE 


There Will Be Tweive in All Between the 
Old and New Worlds. 


Two more cables are being laid across the 
Atiantic. There are atpresent ten cables 
connecting the Old with the New World, but 


so rapidly has the cable business grown tha 
they are inadequate to handle it all. It was 
on Aug. 16, 1888, that the first message was 
sent under the Atlantic, butthe cable broke 
down twenty-three days aiterwards and 
communication was not resumed until July, 
1866, — whic s it has been uninter- 
rupted. 5 

ne original charge for a message, while 
there was only one cable in existence, was $5 
per word, but the laying of new cables with 
consequent compatition has brought the 
price downto 2% cents per word, and, asa 
result, the business has enormously in- 
creased. It is the Commercial Cable Vo, that 
is now adding to Its „ r by puttin 
down two new cables, the shore ends o 
which are now being laid. No cables bad 
been laid during the previous ten years, but 
experiment in the meanwhile has shown 
many improvements, and these have been 
incorporated in the new lines; 

The cables have been made by the Messrs. 
Siemens, whose factory at Woolwich, En- 
giand, bas been working night and day to 
complete the order, so that the cable may be 
laid during the early spring. Altogether 
2,201 nautioal miles of cable have been made, 
and these consumed 496 tons of copper wire, 
815 tons of gutta percha, 575 tons of jute 
yarn, 3,000 tons of steel wire and 1,075 tons of 
compound and tar, making a total weight of 
5,460 tons. The order for the cable was given 
Nov. 21 of last year, and rapid work was 
begun at once, 

The cable is largely made by machinery, 
and the twisting of wire and covering with 
tar and gutta percha is done Dy an automatic 
apparatus. The deep-sea portion of the 
cable, whieh is the smallest of it in size 
bat the longest in length, was manufactured 
at the rate of five nautical miles per day by 
one machine, and there being ten machines 
of this kind at work there were 55 miles of 
deep-sea cable turned out every twenty-four 
hours. The shore ends of the cable, how- 
ever, required much more time to manufac- 
ture. It is necessary that these should be 
very large and strong. As long as tue cable 
lies along the bed of the ocean it is out of 
harm’s way. No storms, however violent, 
can reach it. It is not affected by any 
change of the temperature, and it is too deep 
to be molested by fish or any kind of marine 
creature. ‘ 

It is therefore only necessary in the deep- 
sea portion of the cable that the littie cop - 
per wires in the ‘‘core,’’ which convey the 
message, be thorougbly insulated and kept 
Gry. This is accomplished by their being 
covered with a coatingof jute and gutta 
percha, over which is a sheathingof small 
steel wires. This sheathing. increases in 
strength and protective power as the shal- 
low water is approached,and there are seven 
different sizes in the new cables. The core“ 
containing tbe copper wires along which the 
messages are sent is carried througn all sizes 
unchanged. The heaviest part of the cable 
is that which ig near the shore, where the 
motion of the waves may wash it toand fro 
among the rocks and stones, that would 
otherwise soon cut it. Along the Danks of 
Newloundiland fishing schooners anchor and 
occasionally pick up the cable, and that con- 
tingency has to he provided for in weigut and 
strength. 

From the time the cabie is finished until it 
is paid out over the stern of the cabdle-laying 
steamer Faraday, It is never allowed to get 
dry. It is kept in farge tanks of water and 
transferred to such tanks aboard the Fara- 
day, where it is colled up. The Faraday 
started some three weeks ago from England 
with the shore ends, and will return with 
the deep-sea portion of the cable, 1,600 miles 
long, about the midale of June. When the 
shore end is all paid out it will be buoyed, 
and the Faraday, coming back some weeks 
or a month later, will look around for the 
buoy in order to pick up the cabie again. 

Thus passengers across the Atlantic this 
summer may see a away out in the 
ocean, but mariners will be warned to let it 
alone, as it marge the ends of one of the 
sections of the new cable. The can 
lay the deep-sea portion ofthe cable at the 
rate of seven nautical miles per hour, pro- 
ceeding under almost a full team. 
The cable is sim paid out 
like a rope. A

HE HAS FOUND IT. 


Frot Bartholomew Solwes the Atrabip 
Problem. 


Written for the SUNDAY PoO8StT- DISPATCH. 

Prof. ©. Bartholomew of Jackson, Mich., 
has invented a steering apparatus which, 
he thinks, solves the probiem of aerial navi- 
gation. By attaching his device to an oil- 
silk dag he bas been enabled to make a very 
successful ascent, and he thinks that as soon 
ashis new airship becomes alittle Detter 
known it will bring him both fame and 


fortune. 

Bartholomew’s airship looks a great deal 
like a mammoth umbrella. the olil-sil« 
dag which supports the propeller 
is fifty feet in diameter at its 
narrowest part, and is oblong in 
shape. It is inciosed in a parachute like 
net and is connected with the steering a 
paratus below with a perpendicular iron 
shaft. This apparatus consists of a frame 
work of tron to which are attached two 
wheels so arranged as to form a perfect 
suction when in motion, the wheels being 
bullt and operated much on the principle 
of the fan wheel. in the middle of the 
frame work directly beneath the mouth 
of the balloon is a seat firmly attached 
to the perpendicular shaft. In this seat 
the orerator sits and propels the ma- 
chine by means of two pedals connected 
With the suction wheels, The air-ship can 
be turned from ut to left dy Means of a 
lever in the opérator’s hands. The steering 
apparatus is naturally quite heavy, but this 
does not mar ty progress, as the bag when 
flied is capable of lifting 1,000 pounds.

Flower 
of New York; Claas Spreckels; the sugar 
king; Enoch Pratt, the Baltimore million- 
aire; Charles A. Pillsbury, the Minneapolis 
flour king, and Henry Ciews, the Wall street 


banker and broker. 

They were asked for advice as to the best 
mvestment for small savings, with a view 
to making them the nucleus of a great 
fortune.’ Or, in other words, how to get 
rich? Their advice was also asked as to 
whether it is best for the small investor to 


keep his money on deposit in a savings

A FIRMAN OBTAINED FROM THE SULTAN 
FOR EXPLORING THE HOLY CITY.

Cabled reports from London announce that 
the Palestine Exploration Society of London 
has obtained from the Sultan a Orman grant- 
ing the long-sought privilege to dig an 
around the walls of Jerusalem. A generous 
strip of land on the outside is included in the 
permit. ie si 

Only Moslem burial grounds are excepted 
from molestation. The new work of ex- 
ploration thus made possible will be under 
the direction’ of Frederick BHss, a young 
American of considerable reputation as an 
archsologist, Shafts are to be sunk first on 
the hiH of Ophel, where the royal gardens 
and tombs of the Kings are supposed to have 
been. 

Among the many hopes that attend the 
work is that traces of the old wall that 
rounded the southern brow of Zion may be 
discovered. The imperial freman does not 
expire for two years. 

The work of the Palestine. exploration 
society began in 1864. The stimulus to the 
organization of an exploretion fund 
was given by Lady Burdett - 
Coutts, a lady ever ready to promote good 
works. At that time the sanitary state of the 
Holy City was deplorable, 

BEGINNING OF THE WORK. 

Money was needed to undertake a survey 
for the purpose of securing better water. 
Lady Burdett-Coutts contributed £500. Such 
was the beginning of a work that discovered 


Jernsalem and Palestine, archaeo- 
logically speaking. A committee inter- 
ested Lor de Grey, then Secretary 
of State for Warinthe matter, and a very 
limited firman was obtained from the Sultan. 
From the beginning made then surveys and 
excavations have been made and drawings 
and photographs taken at intervals until al- 
most the present time. In addition to the 
quarterly reports quite a largenumber of 
books have been published by those engaged 
in the work and the discussion of Biblical 
questions has been much enriched with the 
results.

AFTER KNEEBS 


Charges of Fraud Against the 
American Horse Owner. 


The Sensation of the Sporting World 
of Germany. 


HE AND HIS PARTNER QUARRELED AND 
THE EXPLOSION CAME. 


They Ren Mare Nellie Kneebs Jointly in 
England—-A Financial Rupture When 
They Reached Berlin — The Accused 
Man Is One of the Best Known Trot- 
ting Horse Owners in the West—Gen- 
eral German News . 


BERLIN,May 12.—The charges of fraudulent 
practices brought against the American trot- 
ting horse owner, Mr. Robert F. Kneebs, 
have been the sensation of the sporting 
world of Germany during the past week, and 
they have naturally aroused great in- 
terest among the members of the colony 
in this city. The chief witness 
against Mr. Kneebs, who ts one of the best 
known trotting horse owners in the western 
portion of the United States, was an Amer- 
ican named Hefner, who accompanied him 
here as a partner im the trottiig business. 
‘Kneebs and Hefner rah ti mate Nele 
Kneebs jointly in England up to March 22, 
when they appeared in Berlin, 

_ THE DISPUTE. 

In this city the two American horsemen 
had a dispute about money matters which 
eventually resulted in the explosion 
which: caused the charges of fraud to 
be made against Kneebs. Hefner was 
not the only person with whom Kneebs 
quarreled in Berlin. On the day following his 
rupture of amicable relations with Hefner, 
Kneebs, while drinking at the American Dar, 
this city, quarreled with Mr. Prince Smith, a 
well-known owner of trotting horses. This 
dispute nearly ended in a personal encounter 
between the two horsemen, but they 
were separated by mutual friends. Smith 
was evidently very much, angered at 
certain remarks made to him by Kneebs, 
and it would also seemthatSmith was sus- 
picious of the methods adopted by Kneebs in 
trotting his horses, for shortly afterwards 
he commenced an inguiry intothe recent 
career of Kneebs upon theturf and readily 
obtained from Hefner, who was also very 
much irritated against Kueebs, information 
in regard to the mare Bethel, which eventu- 
ally led to the prosecution of the latter. 

THE DEFENSE. 

Dr. Schneider, who is acting as counsel for 
Dr. Kneebs, is naturally making the most of 
the fact thatthe chief witness against his 
client was formerly the latter’s partner and 
that — were good friends until they had a 
dispute in regard to money matters. Counsel 
for the accused turfman also lays stress epee 
Hefner's alleged unreliability, arging that 
Kneebs is the victim of vengeance upon the 
part of his personal enemies. 

THE WHEREABOUTS OF THE MARE. 

During Kneebds’ imprisonment he had 
cabled to a certain Dr. Hall at Wakefield, 
who replied, saying that Bethel was now on 
a farm in Minnesota. The court, however, 
wants a better proof than this of the where- 
abouts ofthe mare. ° 

Mr. Kneebs has not asked for the assist - 
ance of the authorities of the United States 
Embassy here, which is regarded in some 
quarters as indicating the weakness of his 
case.

the uulon. The petition of the memorial is

THE RESOLUTION. 

The resolution to which Chief seavey re- 
ferred is as follows: 

Resolved, That the Chiefs of Police of the United 
States. inconvention assemble., do hereby memo- 
rialize the Congress of the United Statesito éstablish, 
in connection with the Department of Justice, a ba- 
Teau for the identification of ¢riminals and for the 
collection and dissemination of information con- 
cerning criminals and the criminal classes. 

The memorial is signed dy sixty-five 
Chiefe of Police,’’ continued Chief Seavey. 
Ma. McClaughrey will appear before the 
committees of Congress to which the memo- 
rial will ve referred and he will urge them 
to make favorable and speedy reports to 
their respective houses. Our Congressmen 
from Nebraska have promised to 
favor the measure dnd when the 
Chiefs reach their ~ homes they 
will ask their representatives in the National 
Legisiature to lend their assistance tothe 
furtherance ofthe memorial’s request. The 
Bertillon system is very generally under- 
st It is a perfect method for the identi- 
Mcation of human beings. By means of 
measurements of individual human anato- 
mies, persons are set apart and distinguished 
from all others of their kind. 
They caninever change the figures either by 
growtnb or deformity. 


A CRIMINAL CLEARING< HOUSE, 
**In France there is a central bureau at 
Paris, and if a person is arrested in the prov- 
inces, and there isa desireon the part of 


the authorities to Know who he is and 
whether he ever has deen arrested, the pris- 
oner is measured by the local official and the 
record is sent to Paris. In a few minutes the 
archives OF the bureau are searched, and 
the identity of the person is known. The 
system has been adopted in Chicago, where 
there are descriptions of 60,000 criminals. It 
is in operation in the penitentiaries of Ili- 
nols and the Dak otas, and it will De made a 
branch of the Omaha Police Department this 


ear. 

But the National Government should es- 
tablish a central bureau at Washington which 
would be a ‘clearing-house’ for the identif- 
cation of allthe criminals of the country.

The County Judge and 
the Police Magistrate have jurisdiction for 
all offenses short of murder, and they are in- 
dependent of popular clamors or local po- 
litical influences. The third member of the 
Policé Board is the Mayor, who Is electe@an- 
nually by the voters o the community.

The cotton market ing recovered some 
from the depression manifest early in the 
week. Trade has shown some little improve- 
ment, but speculation is stili lacking. The 
export demand has reduced the stock of cot- 
ton In the ports and interior towns to 679,000 
Dales, against 881,000 bales at the same time 
last year, and 1.000. 000 two years ago. Should 
the Senate pass the tariff bill promptly, or 
should any accident occur to the present 
brilliant prospects forthe growing crop, the 
supply of cotton remaining in this country 
would be a very small one, as the mills are 
believes to hold the smallest stock for years. 
The possibility of any of these two factors 
becoming strongly prominent wasthe foun- 
dation for the belief that cotton has seen its 
lowest point. On the other hand, those who 
look for a still further decline believe that no 
accident will occur to the crop, and that the 
present eourse of legislation in 
Washington will tend to prolong the 
depression in business, All «accounts 
regarding the condition of the crop were 
of a favorable character although the Gov- 
ernment report made the proportion of the 
proposed breadth already planted on the Ist 
of May 81.6 per cent, against 85.3 per cent last 
year, Which is a littie over four points lower 
than the amount usually planted at that 
date. The statement that the proposed acre- 
age showsa reduction of 1.9 per cent from 
last year comes in the nature of a surprise to 
the market, as the private intormation has 
led to the belief that the increase in the 
acreage of the Mississippi Valley and Texas 
would be in excess of any reduction which 
might occur in the Atlantic States.

1 Bradford have lived for eighteen years past 


at No. 688 Bedford avenue, Williamsburg. 
Theirs was a model domestic establishment 
and they had amon« their ffiends many of 
the best people in that partofthe city. Now 
Mrs. Bradford has disappeared and the story 
of her lite during the past twelve years bas 
come out to amaze everyone, for she has 
been carrying on in that quiet home a busi- 
ness enterprise involving hundreds of thou- 


sands of dollars. 

It was aboat eighteen years ago that young 
Charles Bradford married a young school 
teacher and took her to live at No. 658 Bed- 
ford avenue. In a few years they hada 
family of two boys. About a dozen years ago 
she hit on a scheme. She had a wide ac- 
quaintance among the school teachers of 
Brooklyn, and she said that they were often 
im need of money before their salary checks 
were due. and that they would be willing to 
get it sooner at any interest. She said that 
these short loans of small amounts were per- 
fectiy secure, as they had the salary 
ehecks at the end of the month as 
security. It is not known positively, but 


itis thought at the beginning she did make 
small loans at very high interest to teach- 
ers. But the last of these was years ago. 
She began her operations with a little money 
her husband gave her, and it may de that 
was drawn into outside specuiation, at any 
rate she was soon going about among her 
relations and friends offering to borrow 
money from them at o per cent a year. This 
wes a high rate, but she sald she was able to 
pay it, as she turned it over again and again 
whenever she borrowed and got each time 
a much higher rate of interest. 

As she was well known toallthe people of 
whom she borrowed, and as she 
was a woman of exemplary lite and of ex- 
ceeding shrewd and convincing conversa- 
tion, she had no trouble in borrowing money. 

The news of the exceptional interest she 
was paying spread far and wide,catching the 
fancy of many humble people. She was able 
to borrow of experienced business men and 
also to get the little insurance money widows 
collected at the death of their husbands, 
That quiet house became the center of the 
most extensive transactions. She would take 
any amount, and agreed to pay 9 per cent for 
the loan, no interest being paid the first 
month, and as their days of grace were legal, 
another month, or rather thirty-six days, 
Deing taken off ‘the year. 

Thus she got the money for practically 
fourteen months, but as ste paid well for it 
this caused no objection among her credit- 
ors. As security for these loans she gave 
the notes or checks of school teachers. Her 
office was the back parlor of her home, and 
her husband and sons came to look on that 
room with awe. In conspicuous places 
around the room were great bundles of notes, 
alifor small amounts, but most reassuring 
to those who loaned her money because of 
their array. Those who came into the room 
and talked with a rather stout, fair haired, 
fair-spoken woman were convinced. If any 
one stopped to think he or she would have 
considered that, but none did stop to think. 
And onthe first of every month Mrs. Brad- 
ford paid every one of her creditors the in- 
terest due. She paid promptly and unfall- 
ingly, whetherthe amount was $100 or $30,- 
000. For she had loans of an denominations 
great and small. 

Her busband, seeing that he was a mere 
nothing as a money maker in comparison 
with his wife, gave up busines and invested 
his capital with his wife. And all this time 
no one ever stopped tothink what was be- 
coming of the school teachers who were ap- 

rently pouring their all into her lap for her 
to hand out again to her eager neighbors and 
friends. Of course, only a few knew that she 
was borrowin thousands of dollars, and no 
one, not even her husband, Knew that she 
was borrowing not only tens of thousands 
but hundreds of thousands. Her husband

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McGARRAHAN’S HEIR. 


a Descendant of the 
Great American Claimant. 


Walter H. McGarrahan of No. 713 North 
Seventh street, East St. Louis, is now spend- 
ing considerable of his leisure time hunting 
up evidence which he thinks will eventually 
entitle him to an interesting share of the 
$11,000,000 silver mine estate in California, 
rendered famous by the litigation over it by 
the Great American claimant,’’ poor old 
Billy McGarrahan, whose pathetic death 
occurred in Washington on April 24}last. 

Walter H. MeGarrauan says he is a nephew 
of the deceased claimant, his father having 
been a brother of old Billy.“ He says that 
as far as he can learn all of the claimant’s 
brothers and sisters, including his (Walter 
McGarrahan’s) father are now dead, 
and that as the famous 


claimant left no children the big California 
ranch should go to his nephews ahd nieces 
and he, being a nephew, thinks he Is entitied 
to an even share with the rest of them.“ 
Mr. MeGarrauan sayé these nephews and 
nieces are scattered all over the country, 
some being in Canada, some in Peoria, III., 
others in New York and still others 
in the far West, each he sala is working 
dividually to prove his or her identity and 
have hired legal aid. He has secured, 
said, the services of Judge Messick 
of St. Louls. Senator Eppa Hun- 
ton, he said, dad charge of the 
bill” now, and intends to press it 
through Congress yet, despite old ‘‘Billy’’ 
McGarrahan’s death. Mr. McGarrahban is 
at present looking up all the other membDers 
ofthe family wholive or havelived in this 
vicinity, He came to see the Mortuary Clerk 
at the Health Department in the City Hall 
yesterday afternoon to inquire if a man 
named McGarrahan died in St. Louis about 
thirteen years ago. This McGarrahan 
whose frst name he did not know, came here 
from Sligo, Kellery, Halfpoint of Ballintore, 
near Drumohare, Ireland. His father’s 
name, he said, was Bartholomew McGarra. 
han, and he supposed he had — ed 1 — 
some years, and that he was dri “pe 
carpenter or steamboat cantata. 
could find no trace of his supposed 
departed relative either in the mortuary 
records or in the old city Girectories and said 
he would probably hunt up the marriage 
records at the Recorder’s office. 

The story of McGarrahan’s claim reaches 
back to 1849 when he went out to California 
on the breaking out of the gold fever. He 
made money and on Dec. 22, 1857, bought 
from Vincent oO. Gomez, a tract 
of land known as the Panoche Grande ranch, 
but when he went to take possession thereof 
he found the New Idria Mining Oo. already 
intrenched thereon. McGarrahan spent the 
remaining forty-five years of his life fighting 
for his right tothe property and died without 
obtaining it. The company attacked his 
title and finally in 1868, the Supreme Court 

decided against him. Then he got 
the matter before Congress and there it has 
been since. Congressafter Congress denied 
him justice until finally the Fifty-second 
Congress passed it, when it was vetoed by 
President Harrison ona legal technicality. 
McGarrahan having spentjhis fortune fght- 
ing for his claim died a poor, broken-hearted 
old man at the age of 70.

The Agitation of the Commercial Travel- 
ers Allayed. 


Chairman Carl N. Aldrich of the National

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% First steel War Vessel! Ever Built at 

+ am Inland Point in the United States 

ene Wal Be Inferior to No Ehip of Her 
Clase That Satis the Seae—Description 
of Her Fittings. 


Dunveve, Io., May 12.—Torpedao boat No. 2, 
the Ericsson, was launched to-day in the 
presence of several thousand persons. As 
she struck the water a national salate was 
fired. Among the guests were Miss Helen 
Gould of New York. Addresses were de- 
tivered and there was a parade. Miss Carrie 
Keene christened the vessel. The vessel will 


now receive her finishing touches and will 


make the trip to Pensacola, Fila., in June, 
where she will make her trial trip and be 
delivered to the Government and receive her 
armament. She is the first steel war vessel 
ever builtataniniand point in the United 
States, While being called torpedo 
boat No, 2, the Cushing being 
No. 1. she is the torpedo 
boat bailt from designs from the Navy De- 
partment and is considered inferior to none. 
The Oushing was built before the torpedo, 
then remodeled and is a shackle sort of an 
affair compared with the Ericsson. The 
speed required of the Cushing was but 
twenty-two miles, That of the Ericsson is 
twenty-four, a Nancy Hanks gait. Lying on 
the ducks she looks for all the world like a 
whale-back. When she is in the water her 
appearance suggests acigar. She is made of 
steel three-sixteenths of an inch and painted 
red. The steel was made from specifications 


by the Na Department. It was subjected 
to chemical analysis and to microscopic ex- 
amination by the naval constructor at 
Duenque and the discovery of the slightest 
law meant rejection of the plate.

They 
are intended to be fired as the boat passes an 
enemy broadside. The torpedoes are i2 to 
19feetiong. The Whitehead torpedo fired 
from a fixed tube will destroy an ironclad at 
half a mile range if it strikes below the 
armor line. This tubes torpedo is dis- 
charged by compressed alr. 

The vesselis provided with a searchlight 
that will make visible any object within a 
mile. The commander stands in a conical 
tower on the bow of the deck. Housekeep- 
ing on the Ericsson furnishes an example of 
economy. Everything on deck is of steel 
except the mast and two water-tight canvas 
boats. Theinterior is divided into fifteen 
water-tight compartments. The interior of 
the state rooms is covered with three ply 
veneer one-eighth of anineh thick. It over 
lies a coat of cork paint, applied to absorb 
moisture and condensation. Just under 
the bow is the collision department. It con- 
tains stores, steam windlasses, etc., then 
comes a space 21 dy 15 in which twelve men 
are expected to sleep in hammocks. The 
crew by the way consists of twenty-six men. 
The water tanks holds 4,600 gallons. Beyond 
the boiler rooms are state rooms of the four 
machinists. Between them is the powder 
room. Then comes the Commander’s room 
and the engineer’s room, and divided by a 
water tight bulkhead. The Captain’s room 
opensintothe ward room. Here four men 
are to sleep. In the stern are lavatory and 
the pantry.

of taxable property. However, there is 
little likelihood ofany such a turn of affairs, 
and the vast financial resources of the Island 
district schools may never be largely drawn 
upon, asthereis now no indication -of in- 
creasing necessities. 

The pulation of the Island seems to be 
gradually decreasing, presumably in sym- 

athy with the city’s eastward growth, and 

esides, the children generally leav- 

ing school there at an earlier 
age than elsewhere, there appears 
to De no need of high schools or classic 
courses. There has been considerable talk 
lately of consolidating the city and Island 
districts, and there is no doubt that 
such a course would be beneficial to the 
people of both, Property owners of the city 
would be taxed less for school purposes, 
while the residents of the Island would have 
the advantage of sending theirchildren to 
the city schools. 

The proposition has never been offered for 
a vote, but there seems to bea growing de- 
sire to have it submitted. There would 
doubtless be considerable opposition 
from the big corporations owning 
property in the Island district, 
the Bridge company, the 4 Ferry 
Co., the elevator companies and the rallway 
companies, but the decision lies with the 
voters alone. The total assessed valuation 
of property in the districts is $5,358,768, and 
the aggregate tax levy $53,000. Were the 
districts one, the rate Of taxation would be 
uniform at about $1, instead of $2.05 in the 
city aod 20 cents on the Island.

The funeral pile of a Rajah sometimes costs 
lacs of gupess. In Calcutta I have seen a 
body burned when three rupees covered the 
entire expense. The rich Hindoo may be 
somewhat exclusive. The Hindoo masses do 
They bathe 
out of doors; they pray out of doors; they die 

out of doors, and their bodies are burned out 

of doors. 

There are three burning ghats in Calcutta. 
The first one visited was the cheapest and 
most interesting, for it was the most eloquent 
of the Hindoo populaee. It was a long drive 
from our hotel to the burning ghat, but the 
last half of it was covered with interest, for 
it was along the banks of the sacred Ganges, 
and thousands of devout Hindoos were 
worshipping. 

Only a mile or two inland is Government 
House. Upon the gatos crouch two celossal 
ions in stone. The Britton lion is more man- 
ageable in stone than in alien jungle flesh. 
The British lions of Ualcutta Government 
House gates are very impressive, but it is 
rare to see them without native crows 
perched insolently upon their hard heads. | 
Inside the gates was a subdued, well-Dred 
hub-bub, for Lady Lansdowne was to hold a 
drawing-room that evening. Angio-dress- 
makers and native dhersis were exceedingly 


busy. 

On the banks of the Ganpes were myriad 
human creatures to whom Government 
House was an architectua} intrusion. They 
were enrapt in the observance ofthe social 
customs, andtothem Euro ways were 
less than nothing. It was a little like a coun- 
try fair, and greatly unlike. The banks of 
the Ganges were divided into booths, not 
walls, but occupational differentiations. 

We stopped—our underfed horses were 
lad to stop—and watched a dauce, to us 
meaningless. I thought it more awkward 
than suggestive. Thetmay have been be- 
cause I was ignorant of its religious mean- 
ing. Then we saw a hun 
tered about a native fakir. 
braided into many plaits. 
was painted a ghastly white. 
upon innumerable spikes (the 
edged spikes), and ashe bied (in reality he 
did not bieed, he balanced himself so beauti- 
fully) the surrounding Hindoos prayed to 
Allab and praised the fakir. 

Wesaw enchanted pigs. We passed in- 
spired fortune tellers. e stopped to water 
our horses at a sacred fountain. I cannot 
imagine to what it was saered, for I saw our 
disreputable steeds drink of it, and I saw 
many to-the-core-afflicted lepers fill their 
chattees from it. Aplleof common stones 
based the fountain. The lepers touched 
them reverentially with their hopeless

The pice pounded upon the door with the 
butt ofa whip kindly loaned by the gharri 
walla. An old Hindoo—he was oking 
sugar-cane—opened the door, sftera digni- 
We gave him a rupee and passed 
in, Istumbled upon something and gave a 
dainty little American shriek. The some- 
thing sat up and rubbed its eyes. It was one 
of the burning guat coolles, and it had been 
having a sleep. I marked the holy mud 
thrice with my Louis Quinze heels and stood 
beside a smouldering funeral pile. 

A crack—not unlike the report ofa pistol— 
drove me back. The heat had broken through 
the dead man's skull. Our brain is our best 
servant or our mightiest master in America. 
In the land of the Hindoo it, or its casement, 
is the last human part to protest against the 
extinguishment of death. 

The funeral pile of a poor Hinéoo looks 
very like an ordinary kitchen yard woodpile. 
But it you go 4 to it, close up to it, you will 
discover somet — very like a human form 
a glowing, charred mass, but proudly dis- 
tinguished from every other shape, animate 
or inanimate. In the East Itry to look at 
things reasonably, not from any exag - 
ated sympathy with the subjugated native 
but because I wish to learn all I can about 
this curious country, 

When pulled myself together, after

**Purified as oy fire.’’ That is just what the

Mr. Besant Paints Her, But she Won't 
Have Many Admirers. 


Mr. Walter Besant has taken the public 
into his confidence concerning the kind of 
woman he considers admirable, and no one 
will dispute his right to his own taste. He 
Gescribes the lady who won his admiration 
carefully, but it is doubtful if very many 
young persons will attempt to grow up in 
the same way. 


**I have just heard that my old friend, Miss 
g., an ancient lady whom so many have 
known for so long, has passed away.She was 
over 78 years of age; she had led the most 
quiet possible of lives;she had never mar- 
ried; she had never done any kind of work; 
she had always possessed more than a suf 
clency ; she was not especially active in par- 
ish or church work; she kept her charities 
quite to herself; she did not Delong to any 
active associations; she had scant sympathy 
with the aspirations of modern dames; she 
loathed the thought of notoriety; she never 
wrote a novel; she never made a speech. One 
would gay, perhaps, that, as she is now 
dead, she will be forgotten in the course 
of twen or thirt years, the world 

exactly as r she dad never 
lived. This, however, would de said in 
haste. To one who considers a little, the 
good lady’s life can be proved to have 
produced excellent fruits. To begin with, 
she was a person of considerable oulture. 
She played very prettily, without aiming at 
professional execution; she composed songs 
which strowed feeling If not power, she 
wrote graceful verses to which she some- 
times fitted music;she painted a little and 
sketched Very tolerabiy. She read a great 
deal of try, chiefly of the nobier kind; she 
entertained a profound horror for that kind 
of poetry or fiction that lays bare the springs 
and tears off the vell and destroys the flow- 
ers of affection which belong to the ordered 
life and hallow it. Purity and goodness 
were to her a part of good breeding, for she 
was, above all things, a gentlewoman.’’ 

Then Mr. Besant goes on to tell the value of 
such a woman in advancing civilization. He 


says: : 

‘*Such a Woman raises the moral as well as 
the ssthetic standards for many a 8 mile 
about her. She advances civilization. We are 
always tempted to think the life of action 
more useful than the life of leisure; in con- 
templating the life of this gentlewoman, 
one is constrained to acknowledge that they 
also may serve who only seem to sit apart 
— gh yi Struggie in dignified repose and 
rost.
